Keeping Educationists On The Hop 


There is no likelihood of a federal break­ 
throu g h into edu cation this y ear. The as­ 
sau lt will be renewed nex t y ear, bu t there 
is dou bt that it ev er will su cceed. 
This 
y ear m arks the eig hth 
time 
the 
United 
States Senate has approv ed a presidential 
recommendation for g eneral federal aid to 
pu blic schools, only to see the proposal fail. 
The American people and the school teach­ 
ers they employ are beg inning to see two 
thing s abou t federal aid more clearly . 
1. The federal money inv olv ed wou ld be 
so sm all it wou ldn’t ev en offset the local 
and state money that wou ld be lost as tax ­ 
pay ers tried to shift the edu cation bu rden 
to W ashing on.t Tax pay ers in states not will­ 
ing now to pay for g ood edu cation most 
certainly wou ld try to g et ou t from u nder. 
2. The principle inv olv ed is not whether 
edu cation wou ld be better with federal aid 
bu t whether federal dom inance by “ edu ca­ 
tionists” wou ld be better. The “ edu cation­ 
ists” are entrenched in the U.S. 
Bu reau 
of Edu cation. They are entrenched in all 
strong holds of edu cation adm inistration. And 
they all despise local control of edu cation 
throu g h school boards composed of nonedu ­ 
cationists and nonedu cators. 
THEY POINT with relish at its weakness­ 
es. which are well known and widely de­ 
plored. Local school boards can be a pain 
in the neck when they fall u nder the domi­ 
nation of the wrong people. Hit-and-miss au ­ 
thority ov er edu cation by lay men leav es so 


mu ch to be desired that u niform au thority 
by a self-elected and self-perpetu ating elite 
mig ht be more attractiv e if the alternativ e 
offered perfection. It doesn’t. 
tO C A L 
CONTROL 
of 
edu cation 
has 
streng ths that ou tweig h the weaknesses. 
Local control g iv es edu cation flex ibility 
and freedom to try new ideas. It g iv es 
latitu de to a concept of free institu tions 
working in behalf of free people. 
Local control m akes it possible to dis­ 
cou nt g ross errors in edu cation — and in 
edu cationism — becau se in any g iv en per­ 
iod there are so m any thing s g oing on con­ 
cu rrently that no sing le misconception, su ch 
as the ex cesses of the prog ressiv e edu ca­ 
tors a few y ears ag o, can m ake mu ch dif­ 
ference. 
Federal aid to edu cation boils down to a 
political issu e ov er policy , arg u ed in term s 
of edu cation and 
finances. The tru th is, 
edu cation has nothing to g ain from federal 
aid 
thou g h edu cationism wou ld be g iv en 
an inside track. The federal monqy inv olv ed 
wou ld be trifling compared w ith.the billions 
forthcoming from local and state treasu r­ 
ies. 
Control of edu cation by edu cationists in 
Washing ton, perpetrating their ideas simu l­ 
taneou sly on millions of stu dents and teach­ 
ers by v irtu e of dang ling token bait before 
tax pay ers wou ld be a political 10-strike for 
centralized 
g ov ernment 
and 
collectiv ized 
control. 


Gentlemen, Please Be Silent 


John M 
Bailey , chairm an of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee, say s the prestig e 
of the United States is v ery hig h. 
William E. Miller, chairm an of the Repu b­ 
lican National Committee, say s U.S. prestig e 
is v ery low. 
Both g entlemen are talking like politicians. 
If ev er a su bject shou ld be barred to people 
who talk like politicians it is the prestig e 
of the United States. 
It is no more an issu e than the honesty 
of the United States. 
It is not a m atter that can be determ ined 
by discu ssion. 
When it was brou g ht into the national cam ­ 
paig n last y ear. Americans blu shed ov er a 
kind of political infig hting that wou ld eg g 
Am ericans into y am m ering pros and cons 
abou t their own prestig e. 
ONE OF THE principal reasons for y ou ng 
President Kennedy ’s trou ble in com m u nicat­ 
ing with the American people so far has 
been the resentm ent m any of them hav e 
felt abou t his making an issu e of the repu b­ 
lic’s prestig e 
They especially resented the implication 
he wou ld do more for the nation’s prestig e 
than Dwig ht D. Eisenhower had been able 
to do 
They thou g ht of this bitterly last April w-hen 


the fiasco in Cu ba occu rred. And they are 
. thinking of it now. when the United States 
is being squ eezed in the nu tcracker of inter­ 
national pressu re politics. 
They will do ev ery thing in their power to 
do credit to their cou ntry . They will not 
knowing ly do any thing to detract from its 
prestig e. They believ e President Eisenhower 
did ev ery thing in his power to do this; that 
President Kennedy is doing ev ery thing in his 
power; that all presidents hav e done so. It 
is not a m atter for discu ssion. 
IF THE CHAIRMEN of the national com- 
m ittees of the two parties will please be 
silent on the su bject from now on, all of 
u s will continu e to try to forg et the m atter 
ev er was mentioned in the I960 cam paig n. 
The prestig e of the United States cannot 
be bou g ht with money or forced by pu blic 
m andate 
It mu st be earned y ear in and 
y ear ou t with worthinss of pu rpose and skill 
of perform ance. This has been the constant 
aim of Am ericans from the beg inning of 
their repu blic's history . 
It is as offensiv e to hear a Repu blican 
spokesm an arg u e that the nation's prestig e 
is low in 1961 as it was to hear a Demo­ 
cratic candidate for the presidency in 1960 
say so. No Am erican shou ld be say ing so— 
any time.

There, ou t of 
a working popu lation of 8 00.000, 
less than 20,000 are jobless. 
Fu rther west in free G erm any 
itself, there are less than 15,000 
u nemploy ed ou t of a popu lation 
of some 54 million. 
In fact, the g ov ernment of Chan­ 
cellor 
Konrad 
Adenau er 
has 
stopped taking tax dedu ctions for 
u nemploy ment insu rance. The re- 
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serv e is so v ast that no more 
money is needed. 
As for the sector of Berlin ly ­ 
ing on the other side of nearby 
Potsdam er Platz and the Bran­ 
denbu rg Gate, its capitalist econo­ 
my su pplies mu ch of the ready 
cash for working people of Com­ 
mu nist Berlin. 
There are, for ex ample, some 
65.000 E ast Berliners crossing the 
line daily to work u nder the sam e 
capitalism 
at 
which 
Chairm an 
Khru shchev sneers. Their av erag e 
wag e is any where from six to ten 
times that of sim ilar w orkers in 
the Sov iet sector. 
In comparison, if capitalism is 
doomed, why are so few West 
Berliners crossing the line to work 
in the Sov iet plants?

g iv e orders to bomb NATO bases 
and they (the bombs) will spare 
neither oliv es nor the Acropolis. 
Bombs do not choose.” 
Then, in a qu ick tu rnabou t, the 
prem ier added that he is ag ainst 
w ar and that “all m ankind” will 
g o Commu nist withou t war. He 
repeatedly predicts this as if he 
is conv inced of it. thou g h there 
are dou bts ex pressed as to his 
being a tru e believ er in the 
commu nism he champions. 


IN ANOTHER INCIDENT a few 
day s ag o. the Sov iet prem ier said 
that he broke u p the Paris “su m ­ 
m it” Meeting in 1960 becau se Mr. 
Eisenhower

Here is an estim ate which su m- 
marizes form er President Eisen­ 
hower’s impressions as rev ealed 
by the latter to friends:

He has a 
deep-seated desire 
to

2. Khru shchev 
is

another 
Hitler. The Nazi dictator was all 
black. Khru shchev is not all black 
He has a sense of hu mor and 
is a family m an. He likes chil­ 
dren and is popu lar with them. 
3. Khru shchev has hu mane feel­ 
ing s that it is believ ed wou ld pre­ 
v ent him from deliberately start­ 
ing a world disaster. He has more 
than once told some of his foreig n 
v isitors with a show of pride that 
he has nev er ordered the death 
of a sing le political offender since 
he took ov er the top job in the 
Kremlin. 
There are other sig ns of a hu ­ 
mane attitu de which are men­ 
tioned by W estern statesm en who 
hav e had occasion to stu dy his 
personality bu t 
he 
nev ertheless 
can be tou g h and can stir u p 
dang erou s situ ations in the world, 
so that w ar is alway s possible, 
thou g h 
it 
is 
not 
considered 
probable. 


WHAT DOES this all m ean’’ It 
means that a dictator in the 1950s 
and 
1960s 
cannot 
really 
make 
prog ress throu g h a nu clear war 
bu t can still blu ff his way to 
su ccess after su ccess. 
Infiltration and su bv ersion h a.e 
become powerfu l way s of estab­ 
lishing colonialism of ♦he Com­ 
mu nist kind of E astern Eu rope 
and Asia. 
A C o m m u n i s t g ov ernment 
doesn’t hesitate to spend billions 
to infiltrate other cou ntries—on 
ev ery continent—and g ain posses­ 
sion of their g ov ernm ents by g et­ 
ting inside their Cabinet and min­ 
istries 
and 
then 
start plotting 
ag ainst the West. 
Nikita Khru shchev is a show­ 
man bu t he is prim arily an inde­ 
fatig able propag andist. He may 
not hav e heard of it bu t he prac­ 
tices a theory once ex pressed by 
the late Lord Northcliffe, pu b­ 
lisher of the London Times, who 
wrote m any y ears ag o: “ Remem­ 
ber the power of persistence ” 
This is the key to the Khru sh­ 
chev strateg y . Other prem iers in 
Eu rope in past history hav e u sed 
that sam e strateg y to obtain an 
ag reem ent after long and difficu lt 
neg otiations. 
The Commu nists are rarely in 
a hu rry . It is becoming clearer 
ev ery day that Khru shchev warns 
to prev ent the two G erm an ter­ 
ritories from being reu nified. He 
fears that to allow it mig ht mean 
the collapse of the Commu nist 
party streng th in the other satel­ 
lite cou ntries, 


KHRUSHCHEV is an eg otist and 
a blu sterer, bu t he is. after all, 
a shrewd politician, and he ha* 
his heart set on keeping Germany 
div ided and on m aintaining East 
Germ any as a ju mping -off place 
for more Commu nist conqu est in 
Eu rope. 
He is boastfu l and lacking in an 
u nderstanding of persons who be 
liev e in g ood m anners bu t fu nda­

The pro po sed reso lutio n wo uld

setting 
fo rth the principles o f the 10-year, 
$20-billio n eco no mic develo pment 
pro gram to ho ld back co mmu­ 
nism ’s advance in Latin America. 
Wo rding o f the charter is vir­ 
tually co mplete, and it is expect­ 
ed to be signed Wednesday, bring­ 
ing the co nference to a clo se. But 
Prem ier Pedro Beltran o f Peru 
urged that the co nference sura up 
its wo rk in a sho rt, simply wo rd 
ed 
declaratio n 
that 
the 
Latin 
American public can understand 
easily. 
So me natio ns urged that this 
sho rt versio n exclude pro -Co mmu- 
nist co untries fro m the pro gram. 
Witho ut mentio ning Cuba by name 
they suggested that it specify o nly 
tho se states that ho ld free elec- 
io ns will be eligible fo r aid under 
the Alliance fo r Pro gress.

King also co uld have but did 
no t circulate a petitio n in Co lum­ 
biana Co unty, since the village 
Is within the bo undaries o f bo th 
co unties. The signatures pro bably 
wo uld have been valid since o nly 
East Liverpo o l vo ters are required 
to register in this co unty, he ex­ 
plained. 


The petitio n o f Melvin H. Eis­ 
ner, who had filed fo r a Perry 
To wnship trustee po st, also was 
o ne signature after the bo ard re­ 
ruled invalid because he lacked 
jected 7 5 o f the 99 signatures be­ 
cause they were o btained befo re 
Eisner had swo rn and dates his 
declaratio n o f candidacy. 
By rejecting the 7 5 signatures 
which were dates prio r to the 
time Eisner signed the declara­ 
tio n o f candidacy, Eisner's peti­ 
tio n co ntained o nly 24 signatures, 
o ne sho rt o f the minimum re­ 
quired. 
O'Hanlo n po inted o ut it was the 
same regulatio n under which the 
bo ard previo usly had rejected he 
petitio n o f Michael Paul Burick 
as an independent candidate fo r 
clerk o f Leeto nia.

Salem Given Approval to J oin Ohio Big 8 Cage Loop 


Conference Begins 
Play This Season

The new Ohio Big 8 Basketball 
Conference has a full roster of 
charter members now as a result 
of the official approval given un­ 
animously by the Salem Board of 
Education last night at its reg­ 
ular monthly meeting to allow the 
Quakers to join the league. 
All other member schools gave 
their official approval on June 22 
to join the new conference. At that 
time, Fred Cope, Salem Athletic 
Director, and head coach John 
Cabas expressed to the schools 
that they were definitely interest­ 
ed in becoming a member of the 
new loop. 
THE HOLDUP THEN was that 
the Athletic Board was not meet­ 
ing during the summer because 
the chairman, Supt. Paul Smith, 
was teaching in Colorado. The 
Athletic Board met recently and 
gave the green 
light for the 
Quakers to join the new league. 
The final link to making Salem 
an official member of the con­ 
ference came last night. Today 
is the deadline for a team to be­ 
come a charter member. 
Other members of what is pos­ 
sibly the strongest aggregation of 
basketball powers in the state are, 
Alliance, Canton McKinley, East 
Liverpool. Massillon, Niles, Steu­ 
benville Big Red and Warren Har­ 
ding. 
A league champion will be chos­ 
en this season. Warren is the only 
member school that plays all sev­ 
en schools. The league by-laws 
stipulate that all member schools 
must have scheduled other con­ 
ference schools by the 1963-64 sea­ 
son to be eligible for the champ­ 
ionship. 
Salem will play three confer­ 
ence schools this coming season, 
Niles, East Liverpool and War­ 
ren. 
IN 
ORDER 
FOR .Salem to 


schedule league teams by the 1963 
-64 season some schools already 
on the Quaker schedule will have 
to be dropped. Those most likely 


to be dropped in favor of Alliance, 
Canton McKinley, Massillon and 
Steubenville will be East Pales­ 
tine. Ravenna, Girard, Wellsville 
and Boardman. 
When all schools begin playing 
each other the championship will 
be determined by a point system 
which will grant two points for 
each win. If two schools play 
each other twice the first game 
will count in the league standings. 
Canton McKinley and Massillon 
are the only schools, as of now, 
that play each other twice. 
George Hargraves, principal of 
East Liverpool, is the president of 
the executive board which is made 
up of all members’ principals. 
Homer Richmond of Alliance is 
the vice-president. The executive 
board will be the authority in 
the new league. 
From all indications La r r y 
Brown, retiring superintendent of 
Ravenna Schools, will be the first 
commissioner of the new confer 
ence. 


BROWN TOLD Hargraves in 
July that he would be very glad 
to accept the post of commission 
cr. However, Brown, who is pres­ 
ident of the State Athletic Board 
and chairman of the N.E.O. Dis­ 
trict Athletic Board will not be 
relieved of his duties with both 
boards until Jan. I, 1962. It was 
believed 
earlier 
that 
Brown 
would be free of these positions 
next month. 


The executive board is expected 
to give approval for Brown to 
assume the duties of commissioner 
in January instead of at the be­ 
ginning of the basketball season 
in December.

¡gan to dev elop in most American 
y early meetings. All chu rches in 
[Ohio Yearly Meeting hav e had

The p astor is the key p erson 
in each chu rch. His basic fu nction 
is that of being a shep herd of the 
flock and of doing the work of an 
ev angelist.

p ects. They dep lore shallow emo­ 
tionalism bu t earnestly believ e the 
great tru ths of the gosp el, when 
logically and forcefu lly p reached, 
to be cap able of p rofou ndly mov ­ 
ing the emotions.
